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A NONPARTISAN TARIFF COMMISSION 


IN A recent address before the American Iron and Steel In­ 
stitute, Judge Cary, of (the LI. S. Steel Cwporafeion, advocating 
the protective policy, urged the appointment of a non-partisan 
tar i fi comm i ss ion, authorized to ascertain and communicate facts 
and figures, whose reports would be frequent, wo that, 'when nec­ 
essary, a change in or amendment to the tariff laws could be 
made any time Congress is in session. 
Now and I hen this same suggestion has been made by ether 
well-moaning and sincere persons. 
Hut they all seem to overlook 
the fact that we aire ady have a tariff commission for that pur­ 
pose. 
The members of this commission meet all the requirements 
laid down by those favoring a tariff commission, and their reports 
to Congress are frequent and fair. 
Tire Payne tariff law, passed by the Republicans in 1909, 
provided for a tariff board, which was appointed by President 
Taft, and which functioned well until the Democrats cut off its 
appropriation, when it went out of business. 
There was then a 
country-wide movement started for a permanent tariff commis­ 
sion, and the Democrats being in power at that tim e turned right 
around and supported the movement. 
The organic act of the present tariff commission provided for 
a 'Strictly bi-partisan board, but Mr. Wilson disregarded this pro­ 
vision entirely and proceeded to fill the commission /with his own 
followers. 
Thus his first aet was (in violation of the express pro­ 
visions of the law. 
As bur as possible, Prei'dent Harding has met 
the requirements of Congress in the matter, and the commission 
is pretty evenly divided, so far as party affiliation is concerned. 
The present commission has made some notable contributions 
to the tariff question, and it is scientific to the last degree. 
It is 
composed of (high-minded, intelligent arui ^competent men. 
As 
Mr. (btry well says, the commission should confine its discussions 
to “the question as to whether the recommendations come within 
the principles named,” that is, high enough tariff rates “to pro­ 
tect domestic production fully up to the point of being on a parity 
with all foreigners as to selling prices in the United States; but 
they should not be high enough to permit producers to oppress 
consumers by unreasonable and unconscionable prices.” 
The only way to take the tariff entirely out of politics, how­ 
ever, is for alt interests to pull together and make protection a 
national policy. 
The Southern Tariff Association, for example, 
is doing wonders along that lino in weaning the South from the 
free trade ideas of almost a century’s standing. 
When the South 
definitely enrolls in the protectionist camp the tariff will be taken 
out of politics.

W i l l a r d , Slate Drainage R i v e t Wa'ter Commissioner, 
says Minnesota farmers and land owners have invested between 
$50,OOO,OOO and $60,000,000 in the drainage of marshy anti wet 
lands to increase productivity for agricultural purposes. Upwards 
of 8,000 miles of drains— open and tile— exclusive of privately 
constructed drains, have been duff under public ditch proceedings, 
Without Federal or state aid to the farmer or hind owner. 
All 
of the improvements of this nature are beinff plaid for by the 
farmer and land awner whose lamls are benefited. 
The general purpose of drainage is1 of course to increase the 
value of the lands for farming purposes, but there are also other 
reasons, such as the removal of marsh, shallow slough and putrid 
waters, which are often a nuisance, and a source of annoyance to 
the people living in their vicinity. 
Under these circumstances, 
and when the lake beds may profitably be converted into agri­ 
cultural lands, the statutes provide that the owners of lands sur­ 
rounding said lakes may proceed to have them drained.
